In 1038, the Ministry of Transport 
examiners passed 62,500 women and 
falled 36,030: 42 per cent. of fallurcs.

With Letter To King 


NEWCASTLE. 


CRYING, in a state of collapse, and tightly clutching 
a letter to the King pleading for help in the release of 
his parents from a German concentration camp, a 14-year- 


old Jewish boy refugee was 


found by a watchman early 


recently on the Team Valley Trading Estate, where the 
King and Queen were due later. ‘ 


The boy, Leo Levi, was 


unable to speak English and 


was desperately anxious that his letter should not be lost. 


Leo, -who is the son of a professor

Here.is the result of a ques- 
tionnaire sent to thirty-cight of 
them asking them to- describe 
themselves and what they did. 

Seven of them have their own 
businesses, six others are in 
jobs, The others have nothing 
to do but run.a half-empty home.
